DON'T BELIEVE IN SHERIFF

Mine Owners Loath to Leave Task of
Preserving Order to Sheriff Ingalls—
Governor Sparks Makes Statement In
Defense of Hig Action,

GOLDFIELD, Deo. 21.~The mine own-
ers of Goldfleld are loath to leave the
task of preserving law and order in the
camp in the hands of Sheriff Ingalls.
They are using every endeavor to provail
upot President Roosevelt to order
portion of the foderal troops to remain
in Goldfield indefinitely. Numerona tele-
grams from organizations and indl-
viduals to this effect were sent to the
President today. C. E. Mahoney, acting
president of the Western Federation,
arrived tonight. Attorney O, N. Hilton,
of Denver, will leave for Bolse tomarrow
to asslst in the defense of Pettibome.
The mine ownera say if Mahoney sub:
mits the compromise proposition it will
receive the same treatment as did Hil-
ton's efforta. Officers of the mine own-
ers’ asoclation said today, “I'hese men
can go back Lo work but not unless they
renounce the Western Federntion of
Miners” In event the local miners do
renounce the Western Federation or get
thelr positions bask through some other
procesding Lhe operators say they will
pay the strike-breakers now here a hall
month's pay to send them back whenoe
they came. Sheriff Ingalls is working
out details of his plan to bandle the
police situation in Goldfield and will
submit it Monday. The operators will
consider it but in the meanthme are going
ahead with plana for their own protee-
tion in case of trouble.

MONEY IS FOUND.

Balance of Loot Taken by Great North-
em Train Robbers Recovered,

NEWPORT, Wash, Dec. 21,—It is re:
ported here that 814000, the balance of
the money taken by the robbers who
held up the Great Northern train near
Rexford, Mont., in September, has been
recovered from a deserted shaft near
Loonia, on the Idaho-Montana border.
The plunder is said to have been found
by Fritz Lang, walchman for a mining
company With whom the robbers stopped
on their way to the cache. Reports say
the amount was all in the original
packages shipped by the Commercial
Natlonal Bank of Chicago. Lang notitied
the railtdad company and the money
was delivered {o the officlals at Helena.
Lang received §2000 reward.

Police Judge Hibbard,
of Grayson, Ky, testified Youtsey met
him jn Frankfort a few days before the
shooting, and said: “Gocbel oan be
Killed and I have found a way to do it.
He can be shot from the executive build-
ing. 1 have steel balls, emokeless pow-
der and o place from which to fire on
him as he comes to the Senate chamber
aud I can, after the shooting, leave the
building and mingle with the crowd and
nobody know anything about it.”

Colonel R, W. Nelson, former counsel
for Youtsey, over the vigorous objec-
tion of the prosecution. contended Yout-
soy told him that Col. L. J. Crawford,
also his counsel and the half brother of
Youtscy, that he (Youtsey) had nothing
to do with the orime; that he kmew
nothing about the assassination of Goe-
bel and did not know anybody connect-
ed with it. The testimony was a de-
cided sensation and is regarded by the
defense as a severe blaw to Youlsey's
cradibility.

TREASURY TO KEEP FUNDS

Senator Owen of Oklahoma Would
Secure Depositors and Would Also
Prevent Currency from Being Hoarded
Would Limit Terms of Chief Executive

—

WASHINGTON, Dee. 21—A bill pro-
viding for security to depositors of
banks and for prevention of hoarding of
currency was introduced by Owen
of Oklahoma. It fixes o tax upon all
deposits, and from the fund thus created
provides for the payment in full of ali
depositors when the bsnk is deelared in-
solvent. The Secretary of the Treasury
was directed to maintain o fund of §100,-
000,000 in treasury notes which may be
loaned on bonds to 90 per cent of their
value. The bill provides that sdvances
from this fund shall be charged for at
the rate of 6 per cent for the first four
months and thereafter at 8 per cent.
